vance up tbo Nile w:ig a great surprise 
to the government of France and would 
serve to embitter the anti-English feel- 
ing in that country at a time when a 
better understanding was promised, and 
adding that Great Britain's explanation 
•that the advance is necessary to the In- 
terest of Egypt, is viewed with sarcasm 
in France. 


The wording of this note is now sad- 


dled on the premier, M. Bourgeois, who, 
it is asserted, issued it without consult- 
ing the rest of the ministers. The op- 
position of Franco to the uee of Egypt- 
ian- reserve fund to defray tho expenses 
of the expedition to Dongola does not 
avail, for as the British under secretary 
o( state oi foreign affairs, Mr. Curzon, 
expressed in the house of commons yes- 
terday, there are two funds controlled 
by the Egyptian debt commission. One 
of these, the larger fund, ia derived from 
a convertion of the Egyptian debt, 
and it requires the unanimous consent 
of the powers to authorize the expendi- 
ture ot the whole or any part of it. But 
the second, a smaller reserve 
fund 


amounting to about $12,500,000, can be 
used with the consent- of a majority of 
the committee, and Great Britain has u 
majority of the committee on her side, 
even if France and Russia refuse their 
consent, for the approval of Germany, 
Austria and Italy to tlie use of the 
reserve fund has already been obtained.

The drive was under the direction of 
rank Ho well aa grand marshal with a 
rge number ot assiatant marshals who 
r the most part had a fair conception 
the work in hand and of their duties 
the matter.

A PRETTY SIGHT- 


A Fresno County Citrus Nursery in 


Blossom. 


Our Fresno county citrue nursery is 


presenting a very pretty sight juat now, 
many hundred, if not thousands, both 
orange and lemon trees, being Iu bios* 
som right in the nureery. 
They are 


even putting out young shoots and blos- 
soming in the tree yards here in town, 
as can be seen by calling at the nursery 
yard of tho Fresno Nursery company, 
corner I and Freano streets, or their old 
yard, next door to Parker Lyon on I 
street. Our climate must be perfectly 
suited to citrus culture to ehow each fa- 
vorable conditions, tor tho trees referred 
to are only two years from the bud, or 
four-year-old roots; and it is particu- 
larly the Washington navel variety that 
is ao favored, although many lemons are 
in bloesom, as are also the Mediterra- 
nean aweet and Valencia late varieties. 
Last year some of the home-grown trees 
bore fruit the same year, some being 
lemons and some oranges. Lsmoiis, for

Fresno Canal and Irrigation Company. 
The total sum of dumftgee aakeu for ie 
not much short of B quarter of u million 
doll are. 


The com plaint sets forth the history 


of the Fresno Hour mill. In 1880 the 
canal entered into a contract to furnish 
the mill with 86.0 cubic feet of water per 
second, enough to develop 248 horse- 
power, which would grind-128 barrels of 
Hour per day, and the profit on the (lour 
was 75 cents a barrel. The mill had a 
trade with Arizona and New Mexico 
worth $50,000. 


On September?, 1891, the complaint 


alleges that the canal comuany caueed 
the canal for two miles, above and be- 
low the mill, to be tilled in, thus abut- 
ting off the water. It became necessary 
to put in a steam engine, and it hue cost 
21 cents more per barrel to mtm mat-lure 
Hour by steam than by water; and as a 
consequence of this increase in coat, the 
trade with Arizona and Sew Mexico haa 
been lost. 
Fifty thousand dollars diunayea are 


aeked on account of this lost Arizona 
trade; and additional 
damages 
are 


asked to the amount of 21 ecu's a bar- 
rel for all flour ground Bince the water 
was shut off. The court is also asked to 
compel the canal company to restore the 
water to the mill. The canal referred to 
is the one which formerly paeaed down 
Fresno street.
